Fire was discovered in the back p art 
of John Gantner’s saloon, in the restau­ 
rant, about 4 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The flames had a good start and soon 
run up into the wooden p ortion of A. J, 
Sargent’s p hotograp h p arlors. 
The 
Are comp any threw water in fifteen 
minutes, but the Are had such a good 
start that the saloon, restaurant and 
Sargent’s op erating room were com­ 
p letely glutted. Frank Gates kep t the 
fire from sp reading into M. R. Hull’s 
hardware store by a few buckets of 
water in the right p lace. Mr. Gantner’s 
loss will be about 81,500, with 81,200 
insurance, Mr. Sargent’s, 81,000, with 
$6 50 insurance, M. R. Hull & Co.’s loss, 
which was all by water, was p laced at 
$1,000 by the insurance agent. “Brad” 
the restaurant man, losses about $50. 
None of the losses have been adjusted 
as yet. Mr. Gantner and Mr. Sargent 
will both resume business as soon as 
p ossible. If the buildings had not been 
comp letely soaked by the heavy rains, 
and if there bad been a strong wind 
blowing, the fire would have certainly 
sp read and caught the livery stable 
immediately in the rear, and then we 
would have seen the worse fire Rush­ 
ville has ever had. 
We certainly got off 
very easy, as it looked for a while as if 
4he entire block might go. 
Sup p ose—and it is a thing that Is very 
liable to hap p en—that while our engine 
is throwing water at such a fire as tnis, at 
a critical moment, the engine breaks— 
gets so badly disabled that it will be im­ 
p ossible to use it. If such a thing had 
occurred last Sunday morning, the entire 
square would certainly have been wip ed 
out. 
Would it not be p olicy to have an­ 
other engine to use in case of such a thing 
(hap p ening?

morning, at 11:10, a sullen, shivering 
roar shook the m iners’ dwellings on Hill 
farm , in Fayette county, near this place, 
and hundreds of aifrighted persons, whc 
knew the sound too well, feared another 
mine disaster, and they reasoned far too 
well. 
In a moment the fearful news 
had spread that the Hill farm mines, 
owned b y Philadelphia parties; had ex­ 
ploded. 
The low-b rowed hill, from 
which the slope entered, shook from 
m outh to pit. and the score of miners' 
houses lining the fatal hill shook for a 
moment, and then poured out their 
frenzied inm ates b y the hundreds. 
A rush was made to the m onth of the 
pit, b ut ingress 
was 
impossib le, as 
smoke in dense volumes 
w as issuing 
forth. 
Fifty-tw o m iners had gone tc 
work, and were in the slope when the 
explosion occurred. 
Of these fifty-two, 
eighteen were in the left heading and 
thirty-tw o in the right heading. 
Those 
in the left heading got out all right. 
The retreat of the others was cut off, 
and not one escaped. 
Cause o f the Ex plo sio n. 
At 7 o’clock in the m orning the gang 
turned in at the mines, the smaller 
gang drifting 
off to the left, while the 
larger, 
some 
thirty-five in 
num b er, 
drifted to the right and descended some 
800 feet from the surface and at least a 
mile from the 
opening. 
These 
tw o 
drifts are connected, b ut the connection 
is from the m ain stem , some halt m ile 
from the entrance. 
This mine, it seems, 
had b een somewhat troub led with water, 
and an air shaft had b een drilled from 
the surface to the jun cture cf the right 
and left shafts, w here the w ater seemed 
m ost ab undant. 
A the m iners b ranched off from this 
point they knew tha t an « ir-hole had 
b een drilled there tha t had not yet b een 
b roken into the m ine, b ut they did not 
know tha t the shaft w as to b e hr >ken 
into—this .-» haft, b y the way, b eing a 
six-inch hole. 
A m iner named Kerwin 
had b een left in the right drift, near 
where that b ranch joined the m ine’s 
exit, and in the course of his lab ors 
b roke into the perpendicular shaft. The 
moment this was b roken into a flood of 
w ater gushed out, and Kerwin and a 
man named Landv standing b y yelled 
out for some one to save the men in the 
right drift, as the w ater poured down 
the hill in a stream and he feared they 
would drown. 
Young David Hayes, who had seen 
the affair, leaped forw ard at the call 
and turned down the left drift, in a 
deluge of water, to w arn his endan­ 
gered comrades b elow. 
Just 
as he 
passed the air shaft that had b een 
b roken into, the rush of w ater had 
changed to the ugly roar of a flood, 
which b lanched the cheeks of the men 
who stood b ehind and towards the light. 
The flow of w ater had changed to a 
deadly volume of fire damp, and, as 
young Hayes swung b y the shaft, a 
flash cxf b lazing light slid through the 
shaft from end to end, it seemed. 
The daring youth carried an open 
m iner’s lam p b urning in his hat and he 
had hardly taken a step b eyond the 
roaring shaft when the spark ignited a 
reservoir of the deadly fluid—fire damp 
—that had already accum ulated, and he 
sank a corpse ten feet tow ard the men 
whom he had hoped to save and the 
men whom he had certainly doomed. In 
an instant an unquenchab le fire sprang 
up in the nine-foot vein just b etween 
the main entrance and on the right 
drift, forever shutting in the thirty-tw o 
men imprisoned there. 
Poor old David Hayes, father of the 
mistaken hero, driven mad b y the fate 
of his son, dashed into the sulphurous 
smoke and strangling tire damp, only to 
fall b lindly b eside his son. and to b e 
draw n out an hour later, with Jam es 
Jam es Shearn, b oth recognized only b y 
their wives. 
An A w ful C onflagration. 
The fire, fanned b y aid from the main 
drift and from the fatal shaft itself, 
soon spread into an awful conflagration. 
P at Kelley, who was driving a mine 
car near the place at the time, says the 
explosion seemed nothing, b ut the b lind­ 
ing, strangling smoke and gas that fol­ 
lowed him like a fiend to the very door 
of the shaft and Doured out after -him.

The volunteer coirs worked 
steadily from noon till late at night 
w ith no result b ut the tw o dead ab ove 
named, and each trip b ut b rought a 
deeper despair, and snowed there wa* 
no nope, and no one alive b elow.

man, Kelly, who had entered several 
times, finally from sheer exhaustion fell 
into rn open pit, and was draw n out 
fatally injured. 
The sullen, lowering night aided rain 
to waste, and woe to an anguish almost 
unb earab le to the wives, children, sis­ 
ters and sweethearts of the men whose 
doom was all the more awful b ecause 
unknown. One could well enough stand 
the whimpering of the children who 
missed the father’s friendly pat, or the 
desolate wail of the stripling, b ut the 
sullen, stony glare of the dark-b rowed 
men standing ab out and the draw n, 
white face of a wife or sister, or, nearer 
still, a mother, were too pitiful to com­ 
fort and too dignified to pity. 
Old M iners’ Views. 
At m idnight the smoke and gas from

The latter seems to b e the more prob ­ 
ab le, at least in part, as sounds were 
heard trom the entomb ed men as late as 
1 o'clock in the afternoon. 
These grew 
weaker and weaker, however, and half 
an hour later even the most hopeful of 
the willing rescuers could hear nothing 
b ut his own heart throb . 
The men say 
had they known the shaft was to b e 
b roken into they would never have enter­ 
ed the mine, as either w ater or gas would 
surely have followed, since in these re­ 
gions gas always comes from the upper 
shale. 
The owners, however, and in 
fact some of the men themselves, say it 
was an accident pure and simple, that 
could

atoned for.

Arkansas Letter. 


C o l o r a d o S p r i n g s , June, 18 9 0. 
To the Editor of the R e p u b l i c a n : 
Here I am writing under the shadow of 
♦he eternal Rockies, Pike’s Peak stand­ 
ing snow capped and supreme, high ab ove 
all its compeers of the lofty mountain 
ranges. 
I have improved my time since 
my arrival here in viewing the grand 
scenery of this place, and must confess 
that it is the most sub lime that I have 
ever seen. 
And I purpose in future let­ 
ters to give you a faint idea of what I 
have seen and enjoyed. 
But now I will 
give some random sketchy notes of 
travel from St. Louis here. 
We took a sleeper at Judsonia at 8 p. 
m. and arrived in St. Louis at 7.30 a. 
m. of the 2nd. 
After a good b reakfast 
we took the Missouri Pacific and arrived 
at Holden at 4.50 p. m., where we were 
met b y Mr. David Buchanan, the hus­ 
b and of my eldest sister’s only child. 
It is needless to say we received a most 
cordial welcome from his wife and three 
charming daughters. 
Here we remain­ 
ed two days, then resumed our travel to 
Colorado Springs, and arrived there at 
8 p. m. of the 5th inet. where we were 
met at the depot b y our loving children. 
After leaving St. Louis, for half the 
distance to Jefierson City, the road was 
on the south side of the b luffs and hills 
of the Missouri river, and was some­ 
what b roken b y foot hills, b ut the land 
was fair in quality with good improve­ 
ments generally, the timb er good b ut 
undersized. 
When perhaps half way, 
we b egan the ascent of a heavy grade, 
which b rought us to the summit of the 
lofty hills, and we then rapidly descend­ 
ed to the valley of the Missouri. 
From 
here to Jefferson City, on our right lay 
the b road and fertile b ottom lands, 
which can scarcely b e surpassed b y the 
far-famed valley of the Nile. 
On our 
left and generally close to the road rose 
a rocky b luff, sometimes perpendicular, 
sometimes falling b ack rough and rag­ 
ged, clothed with pine and other stunted 
trees. The valley was from one-half to 
three miles in width, and on the north 
b ounded b y lofty and precipitous walls 
of rook, far exceeding those on the 
south b ank in height and ruggedness. 
They were. I should judge, from 100 to 
150 feet high. 
Meandering 
through 
this rich valley was the muddy, the 
mighty and majestic river, now calm 
and b eautiful in its flow ; b ut when the 
fury of flood time is upon it, it is terri­ 
b le in its resistless power, sweeping all 
opposition from its path. 
There are 
b ut few tasteful homes along its b or­ 
ders. 
The whole effort seemB to b e to 
raise immense crops, and either keep 
the prooeeds in their pockets, or invest 
them elsewhere. 
After leaving Jefferson City, the coun­ 
try was b roken and not desirab le fot the 
farmer until we reached Tipton, where 
we had attained the summit level of 
Missouri. 
From this to Sedalia there 
was a gradual improvement, and b road 
^prairies and well-tilled farms were on 
* fcvery side. 
Fiftv-aore pastures stocked 
with herds of cattle, horses and mules, 
with well-cultivated fields, proved the 
¿.Industry and prosperity of the country. 
v The greatest drawb ack seemed to b e the 
ab sence of running water, which was 
supplied b y frequent large ponds, and 
"V)y wells witU wind-pumps. 
The coun­ 
try 6n to Holden, and from there half way 
to Kansas City, was first-class rich 
prairie land, b ut deficient in the natural 
supply of water. 
The country ab out 
Holden is a rich, b lack prairie BQiJ, 
moderately undulating and of easy cul­ 
ture and unb ounded fertility, adapted 
for corn, wheat and the cultivated grass­ 
es, 
It also has some few springs b reak­ 
ing out in the valleys. 
The finest crops 
o! wheat that I have Been this season, 
are ab out Holden. 
One man has 400 
acres of this heavy wheat, in one piece, 
and many have from 50 and upwards. 
As we took a sleeper at Kansas City we 
saw nothing of eastern Kansas, b eing 
half way through the State, b efore get­ 
ting up in the morning. 
I wa3 not fav­ 
orab ly impressed with what I saw, and 
the farther west we got the worse. West­ 
ern Kansas is in my opinion, a dismal 
failure—poor land, stunted grass, earth 
parched from lack of rain, no running 
water, sod houses generally, sometimes 
a small one-room frame, no fences even 
around the dwelling, wheat all perish­ 
ing, corn where planted just up—these 
views are anything b ut cheerful to look 
at. 
By the b ye they always plant their 
corn in very deep furrows, which looks 
strange to an Indianian. 
I speak of 
what I saw and it must b e b orne in 
mind that this road runs near the 
Neb raska line and of course does not 
represent eastern and southern Kansas, 
where a fertile soil, a seasonab le climate 
and an industrious, energetic people 
have b uilt up a prosperous and happy 
community. 
For some distance after 
entering Colorado the face of the coun­ 
try was ab out the same, b ut as we went 
westward and b egan to climb the higher 
lands of the divide, a change was eeen, 
streams of water, a greener and more 
luxuriant growth of the prairie grass, 
in consequence of a greater and more 
frequent rainfall, occasional groups of 
trees especially along the water courses 
all indicated a grazing country. 
The 
altitude is too great to raise grain b ut 
they can cultivate successful potatoes, 
some vegetab les and oats. 
The sheep 
and cattle ranches are far apart and 
make np display of comfort or wealth. 
Many of these ranchmen are the owners 
of 20,000 sheep, b ringing them in a 
princely inoome. 
These flocks generally 
are divided into 2,000 each, with a Mexi­ 
can and two dogs to take care of them. 
They are just lazy enough to make good 
shepherds. 
Frequently as tho 
cars 
rush b y we see on the grassy slopes a 
flock of sheep peacefully feeding with 
the gaily dressed Mexican with b road 
b rimmed somb rero quietly watohing. 
Many of these ranchmen have magnifi­ 
cent houses in Colorado Springs, where 
their families reside the greater part of 
the year. They all get rich if they can 
o btain water priv ileges, for their pastur­ 


age costs nothing, and in winter the 
dried grass affords sufficient feed, except 
when the ground is covered with snow, 
which is rare, then they feed them corn 
or oats and around the ranch you see the 
numerous crib s for this purpose. 
The 
cattle ranches are not so frequent as the 
sheep, b ut occasionally you see a hun­ 
dred head of cattle with the redoub tab le 
cowooy in charge. 
This high land or 
divide extends 60 or 70 miles east of 
Colorado Springs. 
It gradually rises to 
the summit and then descends in the 
same way. 
Its highest altitude is 8 ,000 
feet ab ove the sea level. Colorado Spring 
is only 6,000, while Pike’s Peak is 14,171.

The Co unty Sunday -Scho o l Co nv entio n. 


The sixth annual convention of the 
Rush County Sunday-school Union was 
held in the Presb yterian church, June 
12, 18 9 0, b eginning at 10:30 a. m. 
In 
the ab sence of the county President, E. 
H. Butler, county Secretary, called the 
meeting to order, and on motion H. B. 
Lucas was chosen President. 
The exercises were opened b y singing 
“ Pass me not, Oh gentle Savior,” the 
reading of the 119 th Psalm b y H. B. 
Lucas, and prayer b y Rev. J. H. Bick­ 
ford. 
After singing “ Rescue the Perish­ 
ing,” H. B. Lucas gave a b rief outline 
of the work in the county for the past 
year. 
He said that there were sixty 
schools in the county b elonging to the 
Union, a decrease of ten over last year. 
These schools are distrib uted among 
the townships as follows: Ripley 7, 
Posey 5, Anderson 7, Walker 4, Center j 
2, Richland 2, Nob le 3, Orange 5, Jack­ 
son 1, Union 8 , Washington 4, Rushville 
11. 
As the result of the work 245 have 
b een added to the church, an increase of 
44 over last year. 
The total enrollment 
in the various schools of the county for 
the year was 4,534 with an average at­ 
tendance of 3,022. 
A decrease on en­ 
rollment of 68 6, and cu attendance of 
28 8 
Rev. W. M. Bell, of Elkhart, Vice 
President of the State S. S. Union, ab ly 
addressed the convention upon the gen­ 
eral plan of the State work. 
He said : 
Some new departures in the Sunday- 
school work had b een inaugurated dur­ 
ing the past few years. 
The last twenty- 
five or thirty years have b een an era of 
conventions. 
We need to supplement 
our convention work, b y giving to coun­ 
ty associations special lines of efforts. 
He recommended the Normal Union 
course, and said the time has come 
when the church must turn her atten­ 
tion to property training teachers for 
Sab b ath school work. 
As evidence of 
good results growing out of this special 
work he instanced Richmond, Ligonier, 
Goshen, Elkhart, and a numb er of other 
places. 
Ab out 4,000 teachers of the 
State are now taking a regular normal 
course of instruction. 
It is hoped that 
Mr. Bell’s efforts wiil result in the or­ 
ganization of a normal class in Rush­ 
ville. 
Mrs. M. C. Seicrist, ofBethesda, then 
read a most excellent paper on “ The 
duty of the Sunday-school teacher.” 
She said : Duty implies doing. 
We can 
not think of our duty without connect­ 
ing it with some action, either thought, 
word or deed. 
All nature has a path of 
duty within ite own sphere. 
The duty 
of the Sunday-school teacher is to teach 
diviue truths, and not simply b ecause it is 
one’s duty, b ut b ecause it is a privilege 
to aid in the b lessed work which Christ 
b egan while he was in the world. 
Sun­ 
day school teaching is a divine work. 
We are doing it for Christ’s sake. 
She 
illustrated the impression the teacher 
makes on the minds of their pupils b y a 
conversation overheard 
b etween two 
Sab b ath schoolgirls, one said, “ my 
teacher never makes us feel that the les­ 
son has anything to do with our every­ 
day lives. 
She never gets any further 
than the historical facts of the lesson.” 
The other said, “ well that is the very 
opposite of my teaohers’ way, 
She al­ 
ways b rings everything to b ear some­ 
how on us in our homes, I never saw 
any like her for setting your duty plain­ 
ly b efore you, and telling you how to re­ 
sist temptation.’1 
The County Secretary and Treasurer 
then read their reports, which showed 
receipts amounting to $79 .9 2, with dis­ 
b ursements of 65.45, leaving a b alance in 
the treasury of 8 14.47. 
Nine townships 
were in arrears to the amount of $8 0.34. 
The institute then adjourqed until 
1:30 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Laura Leonard read the 145th Psalm, 
and Mrs. Zike led iu prayer. 
The re­ 
ports from the various township Presi­ 
dents were then sub mitted. 
Mrs. Joeie M. Parker then read an 
admirab le paper on “The Model Teach­ 
er and his Work.” She said : I doub t 
whether there ever lived the model 
teacher save that Blessed One, who 
taught as never man taught, and yet 
shall not those to whom he committed 
his work strive to b e perfect, even as b e 
is perfect. 
As Sab b ath school workers 
let us have an ideal m odel; and in striv­ 
ing to copy faithfully the mental vision, 
perchance, we may reproduce the model 
in reality. 
The whole of a Sunday- 
school teacher is made up of many parts, 
and unless he study to b e perfect iu 
each, his work will not b e as good as it 
ought to have b een. 
One defective 
piece in a machine may mar or destroy 
the whole of its work ; one deficiency in 
a teacher may weaken or possib ly de­ 
stroy the whole of his teaching and in­ 
fluence. 
In even the model teacher 
some characteristics will b e much more 
strongly marked than others, b ut each 
is perfect in its place, and his make-up 
as a man and teacher is sound and com­ 
plete. 
The model teacher prayerfully 
prepares each lesson, with the thought 
constantly iu mind which part of the 
lesson is to b e taught to each memb er of 
his class, and how taught. 
This paper was discussed b y a num­ 
b er of the memb ers of the institute. 
Rev. J. H. Bickford gave a very ab le 
and instructive address on “The Sunday 
School Union.” Rev. Bell also gave an 
interesting talk on the same sub ject. 
The various committees then made 
their reports, after which the convention 
adjourned until 7:30 p. m. 
When D. 
R. Lucas gave an ab le lecture on “The 
Bib le in Song.” 
The convention was fairly well at­ 
tended, b ut we noticed a conspicuous 
ab sence of several persons who were 
assigned places on the program, and on 
this account the exercises were greatly 
crippled.

grace, giv en us in J esus Christ befo re the 
wo rld began.” 
If all the elect were in Christ 
befo re the wo rld began, then co nv ersio n 
makes no man a new creature in Him ; fo r 
if in Him at all, they were alway s in Him. 
Paul say s “ Salute Andro nicas and J unia, 
my kinsmen and my fello w-priso ners, who 
are o f no te amo ng the apo stles, who also 
were in Christ befo re me,” Ro mans 17 :7 . U 
Paul and his kinsmen were in Christ befo re 
the wo rld began, then Paul made a terrible 
blunder. 
Then ho w is it that they were in 
Christ befo re him, if they were all in Christ 
befo re the wo rld began ? 
Nex t he fires o ff 
Eph. 1:4. 
Let us ex amine the passage and 
see if there is any thing like unco nditio nal 
electio n it. 
“ Acco rding as He hath cho sen 
us in Him befo re the fo undatio n o f the 
wo rld.” 
Here we learn that certain perso ns 
were cho sen in Christ befo re a certain time, 
but there is no t a wo rd as to whether they 
were cho sen co nditio nally o r unco nditio n­ 
ally . 
“ That we sho uld be ho ly and witho ut 
blame befo re Him in lo v e.” 
This is the 
character to be wo rn by the perso ns cho sen, 
and it is clearly sho wn that the apo stle was 
speaking o f a class, and no t o f indiv iduals as 
such. 
What mo re? “ Hav ing predestinated 
us unto the ado ptio n o f children by J esus 
Christ to Himself.” 
And ho w is it predes­ 
tinated that children shall be ado pted into 
Go d’s family by J esus Christ?

B r ook l yn 
, June 15 . — Dr. Talmage’s | 
3emion for today is on the Prodigal j 
Son, and his text, Luk e xv, 20: “When 
he was yet a great way off, his father I 
saw him, and had compassion, and ran, j 
and fell on his neck , and k issed him.” 
Following is the sermon : 
One of the deepest wells that inspira­ 
tion ever opened is this well of a para­ 
ble which we can never exhaust. 
The 
parable, 1 suppose, was founded on 
facts. 
I have described to you the 
going away of this prodigal son from 
Ids father’s house, and I have showed 
you what a hard time he had down in 
the wilderness, and what a very great 
mistak e it was for him to leave so 
beautiful a home for such a miserable 
desert. 
But he did not always stay in 
the wilderness; he came back after a 
while. 
We do not read that liis moth­ 
er came to greet him. 
1 suppose she 
was dead. 
She would have been the 
first to come out. 
The father would 
have given the second k iss to the re­ 
turning prodigal; the mother the first. 
It may have been for the lack of her 
example and prayers that he became a 
prodigal. 
Sometimes the fiat her does 
not k now how to manage the children 
of the household. 
The chief work 
comes upon the mother. 
Indeed, no 
one ever gets over the calamity of los­ 
ing a mother in early life. 
Still this 
young man was not ungreeted when he 
came back . 
However well appareled we may be 
in the morning when we start out on a 
journey, before night, what with the 
dust and the jostling, we have lost all 
cleanliness of appearance. 
But this 
prodigal, when he started from the 
swine trough, was ragged and wretched, 
and his appearance, after he had gone 
through days of journeying and expos­ 
ure, you can more easily imagine tlian 
describe. 
As the people see this prodi­ 
gal coming on homeward they wonder 
who he is. 
They say: “I wonder what 
prison he has brok en out of. I wonder 
what lazaretto he has escaped from. 
I 
wonder with what plague he will smite 
the air.” 
Although these people may 
have been well acquainted with the 
family, yet they do not imagine tliat 
this is the very young man who went 
off only a little while ago with quick 
step, and ruddy cheek , and beautiful 
apparel 
The young man, I think , 
walk s very fast. 
He look s as though 
he were intent upon sometliing very 
important. 
The people stop. 
They 
look at him. 
They wonder where he 
came from. 
They wonder where he is 
going to. 
You have heard of a son who went 
off to sea and never returned. 
All the 
people in the neighborhood thought the 
son would never return, but the par­ 
ents 
came to no such conclusion. 
They would go by the hour, and day, 
and sit upon the beach, look ing off up­ 
on the water, expecting to see the sail 
that would bring home the long absent 
boy. 
And so I think this father of my 
text sat under the vine look ing out to­ 
ward the road on which his son had de­ 
parted ; but the father lias changed 
very much since we saw him last. 
Hie 
hair has become white, his cheek s are 
furrowed, his heart is brok en. 
Wliat is 
all his bountiful table to him when his 
son may be lack ing bread ? What is 
all the splendor of the wardrobe of 
that homestead when the son may not 
have a decent coat ? W hat are all the 
sheep on that hillside to that father 
when his pet lamb is gone? Still he sits 
and watches, look ing oat on the road, 
and one day he beholds a foot traveler. 
He sees him rise above the hill; first 
the head and after awhile the entire 
body; and as soon as he gets a fair 
glance of him he k nows it is his recre­ 
ant son. 
He forgets the crutch, and 
the cane, and the stiffness of the joints, 
and bounds away. 
I think the people 
all around were amazed. 
They said: 
“It is only a footpad. 
It is only some 
old tramp of the road. 
Don’t go out 
to meet him.” The father k new better. 
The change in the son’s appearance 
could not hide the mark s by which the 
father k new the boy- 
You k now that 
persons of a great deal of independence 
of character are apt to indicate it in 
their walk . 
For that reason the sailor 
almost always has a peculiar step, not 
only because he stands much on ship­ 
board amid the rock ing of the sea, and 
he has to balance himself, but he has 
for the most part an independent char­ 
acter, which would show in his gait 
even if he never Went on the sea; and 
we k now from what transpired after 
ward and from what transpired before 
that this prodigal son was of an inde 
pendent and frank nature, and I sup­ 
pose that the characteristics of his mind 
and heart were the characteristics of 
his walk . And so the father k new him. 
He puts out his withered arms toward 
him ; 
he 
brings 
his wrink led face 
against the pale cheek of his son; he 
k isses the wan lips; he thank s God that 
the long agony is over. “When he was 
yet a great way off, his father saw him, 
and had compassion, and ran, and fell 
on his neck and k issed him. ” 
Oh, do you not recognize that Fa­ 
ther? Who was it? It is God I I have 
no sympathy with that cast iron theol­ 
ogy which represents God as hard, 
sev ere and vindictive. 
God is a Father 
—k ind, loving* lenient, gentle, long 
suffering, patient, and he flies to our 
immo rtal rescue. 
Oh, that we might 
realize it 
A wealthy lady in o ne o f the 
eastern co untries was go ing o ff fo r so me 


time, and she ask ed her daughters tor 
some memento to carry with her. 
One 
of the daughters brought a marble tab­ 
let, beautifully inscribed; and another 
daughter brought a beautiful wreath 
of flowers. 
The third daughter came 
and said: “ Mother. I brought neither 
flowers nor tablet, but here is my heart. 
I have inscribed it all over with your 
name, and wherever you go it will go 
with you.” The mother recognized it 
as the best of all the mementoes. 
Oh. 
that our souls might go out toward our 
Father—that our hearts might be writ­ 
ten all over with the evidences of his 
loving k indness, and that we might 
never again forsak e him. 
In the first place, I notice in this text j 
the father’s eyesight; in the second 
place, I notice the father’s haste; and. 
in the third place, I notice the father s • 
k iss. 
To begin: 
the 
father's 
eyesight. | 
“When he was a great way off his 
father saw him.” 
You have noticed 
bow old people sometimes put a book 
off on the other side of the light. 
They 
can see at a distance a great deal easier 
than they can close by. 
I do not k now 
whether this father could see well that 
which was near by, but I do k now he 
could see a great way off. 
“ His father 
saw him.” 
Perhaps he had been look ­ 
ing for the return of that boy especially 
that day. 
I do not k now but tliat he 
had been in prayer, and that God had 
told him tliat tliat day the recreant boy 
would come home. 
“The father saw 
him a great way off. ” 
I wonder if God’s eyesight can de­ 
scry us when we are coming back to 
him? The text pictures our condition 
—we are a great way off. 
That young 
m>m was not farther off from his fa­ 
ther’s house, sin is not farther off from 
holiness, hell is not farther off from 
heaven, thiin we have been by our 
sins away off from our God; aye, so far 
off that we could not hear his voice, 
though vehemently he lias called us 
year after year. 
I do not k now what 
bad habits you may have formed, or 
in what evil places you have been, or 
what false notions you may have en­ 
tertained; but you are ready to ac­ 
k nowledge, if your 
heart has not 
changed by the grace of God, tliat you 
are a great way off—aye, so far that 
you cannot get back of yourselves. 
You would lik e to come back . 
Aye, 
this moment you would start if it were 
not for this sin, and that habit, and 
tliis disadvantage. 
But I am to tell you of the father’s 
eyesight. 
“He saw him a great way 
off.” 
He has seen all your frailties, all 
your struggles, all your disadvantages. 
He has been longing for your coming. 
He has not been look ing at you with a 
critic's eye or a bailiff s eye, but with a 
father’s eye; and if a parent ever pitied 
a child God pities you. You say: “Oh, 
I liad so many evil surroundings when 
I started life.” 
Your father sees it. 
You say: “I have so many bad sur­ 
roundings now, and it is very difficult 
for me to break away from evil assoc ia- 
ations.” Your father sees it, and if you 
should start heavenward—as I pray 
you may—your father would not sit idly 
down and allow you to struggle on up 
toward him. Oh, no! Seeing you a great 
way off he would fly to the rescue. How 
long does it tak e a father to leap into the 
middle of the highway if his child be 
there, and a swift vehicle is coming and 
may destroy him?

Our first parents 
heard the voice of the Lord, walk ing In 
the garden in the cool of the day; but 
when a sinner starts for God the Father 
runs to meet hi m. 
O h! if a man ever wants help it is 
when he tries to become a Christian. 
The world says to him: “Back with 
you. 
Have more spirit 
Don't be 
hampered with religion. 
Time enough 
yet. 
Wait until you get sick . 
Wait 
untO you get old.” Satan says: “Back 
with you; you are so bad that God 
wfll have nothing to do with 
y ouor , 
“You are good enough, and need no 
Redeemer. 
Tak e 
thine 
ease, eat, 
drink and be merry.” 
Ten thousand 
voices say: “ Back with you. 
God is a 
hard master. 
The church is a collec­ 
tion of hypocrites. 
Back into your 
sins; back to your evil indulgences; 
back to your prayerless pillow. 
The 
silliest thing that a young man ever 
does is to come home after he has been 
wandering.” 
Oh, how much help a 
man does want when he tries to be­ 
come a Christian! 
Indeed, the prodi­ 
gal cannot find his way home to his 
father’s house alone. 
Unless some one 
comes to meet him he had better have 
stayed by the swine troughs. 
When the tide comes in you 
might 
more easily with your broom sweep 
back the surges than you could drive 
back the ocean of your nnfoigiven 
transgressions. 
What are we to do? 
Are we to fight the battle alone, and 
trudge on with no one to aid us, and 
no rock to shelter us, and no word of 
encouragement to cheer us? Glory be 
to God, we hav e in the tex t the an­ 
nouncement: “When he was 
y et a 
greet way off his father ran. ” 
When 
the sinner starts fo r Go d, Go d starts 
fo r the sinner. 
Go d do es not co me o ut 


with a slow and hesitatirg pace. 
The 
infinite spaces slip beneath his feet, and 
he tak es worlds at a bound. 
“The 
father ran. ” 
Oh, wonderful meeting, 
when God and the soul come together. 
‘ "The father ran. ” You start for God and 
God starts for you, and you njeet; and, 
while the angels rejoice over •the meet­ 
ing, your long injured father falls upon 
your neck with attestations of com­ 
passion and pardon. 
Your poor, wan­ 
dering, sinful, polluted soul and the 
loving, the eternal father have m et 
I remark upon the father’s k iss. “He 
fell on his neck ,” my text says, “anti 
k issed him. ” It is not every father that 
would have done that way. 
Some 
would have scolded him, and said: 
“Here, you went off with beautiful 
clothes, but now you are all in tat­ 
ters. 
Y’ou went off healthy, and come 
back sick and wasted with your dissi­ 
pations.” 
He did not say that. 
The 
son, all liaggard 
and ragged 
and 
filthy and wretched, stood before his 
father. 
The father charged him with 
none of his wanderings. 
He just re­ 
ceived him. 
He just k issed him. 
His 
wretchedness was a recommendation to 
lhat father’s lova 
Oh, that father’s 
k iss! 
How shall I describe the love of 
God ?—the ardor with which he receives 
a sinner back again ? 
Give me a plum­ 
met with which I may fathom this sea. 
Give me a ladder with which I can 
scale this height. 
Give me words with 
which I can describe this lova 
Tlie 
apostle says in one place, ‘ ‘unsearcha­ 
ble;” in another, “past finding out.” 
Height overtopping all height; depth 
plunging beneath all depth; breadth 
compassing all Immensity. 
Oh, this love! 
God so loved the 
world. 
He loves you. 
Don't you be­ 
lieve it ? Has he not done everything 
to mak e you think so? He has given 
you life, health, friends, home—the 
use of your liand, the sight of your eye, 
the hearing of your ear. He has strewn 
your path with mercies. He has fed you, 
clothed you, sheltered you, defended 
you, loved you, importuned you all your 
life long. 
Don't you believe he loves 
you ? Why, if now’ you should start up 
from the wilderness of your sin he 
would throw both amis around you. 
To mak e you believe that he loves you 
he stooped to manger and cross and 
sepulchre. 
With all the passions of 
his holy nature roused he stands before 
you today, and would coax you to hap 
piness and heaven. 
Ok , this father’s 
k iss! 
There *s so much meaning and 
love and compassion In it; so much 
pardon in it; so much heaven in it. 
I 
proclaim him the Lord God, merciful, 
gTaeious and long suffering, abundant 
in goodness and truth. Lest you w’ould 
not believe him, he goes up Golgotha, 
and w hile the rock s are rending, and the 
graves are opening, and the mobs are 
how ling, iind the sun is hiding, he dies 
for you. 
See him! 
See him on the 
Mount of Crucifixion, the sweat on his 
brow tinged with the blood exuding 
from his lacerated temples! 
See his 
eyes swimming in death! Hear the loud 
breathing of the sufferer as he pants 
with the world on his heart! 
Hark to 
the fall of the blood from brow and 
hand and foot on the rock s beneath— 
drop! drop! drop! 
Look at the nails! 
How wide the wounds are! 
Wider do 
they gape as liis body comes down upon 
them. 
Oh, 
this crucifixion agony! 
Tears melting into tears. 
Blood flow­ 
ing into blood. 
Dark ness dropping on 
dark ness. 
Hands of men joined with 
hands of devils to tear apart the quiver­ 
ing heart of the Son of G od! 
Oh, will he never speak again ? 
Will 
tliat crimson face never light up again ? 
He will speak again; while the blood is 
suffusing his brow, and reddening his 
cheek , and gathering on nostril and lip, 
and you think he is exhausted and can­ 
not speak , he cries out until all the ages 
hear him: “Father, forgive them, they 
k now not what they d o!” 
Is there no 
emphasis in such a scene as tliat to 
mak e your dry eyes weep and your 
hard heart break ? Will you turn your 
back upon it, and say by your actions 
what the Jews said by their words: 
“His blood be on us, and on our chil­ 
dren f* 
What does it all mean, my 
brother, ray sister? Why, it means that 
for our lost race there was a father’s 
k iss. 
Love brought him down. 
Love 
opened the gate. Love led to the sacri­ 
fice. 
Love shattered the grave. 
Love 
lifted him up in resurrection. Sovereign 
love! 
Omnipotent love! 
Infinite love I 
Bleeding love! 
Everlasting love! 
Oh, for this love let rock s and hills 
Their lasting silence break . 
And all harmonious human tongues 
The Saviour's praises speak . 
Now, will you accept that father's 
k iss? The Holy Spirit comes to you 
with his arousing, melting, alarming, 
inviting, vivifying influence. 
Hearer, 
what creates in thee that unrest i 
It is 
the Holy Ghost. 
What influence now 
tells thee that it Is time to fly, that to­ 
morrow may be too late; that there 
is one door, one road, one cross, one 
sacrifice, one Jesus? It is the Holy 
Ghoet. 
My most urgent word is to those who, 
lik e the young man of my text, are a 
great way off, and they will start for 
home, and they will get home. 
They

crated bread, acceptable to everybody 
because of their holy life and their con­ 
secrated behavior.

to save you. 
Your home has got to 
be rebuilt. 
Your physical health has 
got to be restored. 
Your worldly busi­ 
ness has got to be reconstructed. 
The 
Church of God is going to rejoice over 
your disci pleship. 
You are not gospel 
hardened. 
You have not heard or 
read many sermons during the last few 
years. 
You do not weep, but the 
shower is not 
far off. 
You sigh, and 
you have noticed 
that there is alway s a 
sigh in the wind befo re the rain falls. 
There are tho se who wo uld giv e any -
